Disgraceful Affair at Frankfort. 

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 4. — In a 
brawl followed by tho most tcrific 
riot ever known in this city between 
militiamen and cioilians, Sergeant 
Ingram Tate, of Somerset, Ky., of 
Company O. Kentucky state guards, 
and Jeff Cook, a civilian, were killed 
and William Nichols, Joe Conway 
and Alex MeNally were probably 
fataily wounded. 

The riot began in the Paradise 
saloon in the "Tenderloin" section. 

Private Wm. Philips and. C. E. 
Toadevine, of Company G. who were 
standing near tatc when he was 
killed, identified Joe Nichols, who is 
under arrest with eighteen others 
as the man who fired the shot that 
killed Tate. 

The house was almost shot to 
pieces by the troops io their efforts 
to gain an entrance to lynch the man 
suspected of killing their comrade. 

For more than an hour eighteen 
men held the fort against the reg- 
iment. As the shooting sontinued 
the residents in that section retreated 
to the cellars for safety.

—The 
death of (Jen. James M. Shackelford, 
one of the most illustrous figures of 
the civil war, a native of Kentucky, 
and the captor of (ien. John Morgan,/ 
is likely to occur at any moment at 
Gratiot Beach, in Michigan. 

Gen Shackelford was born in Lin- 
coln county, Ky., on July 7. 1S27. 
He was the son of Kdmund and Su- 
san Shackelford. After receiving an 
academic education at Springfield, 
Ky. and graduating in law shortly 
thereafter, he was admitted to the 
bar in 1S.">4. Previously he had won 
his spurs in the Mexican war. He 
married Miss Henrietta Boss, of 
Madisonville, Kv. Owensboro En- 
quirer. 

Gen. Shackelford was well known 
in Cnion eountv and in command of 
the Federal forces at the never to be 
forgotten battle of Geigers Lake, < 
nearly opposite Shiwncetown 111. 
where he was wounded I n the 
hsel and troop* routed, swimming , 
the lake and throwing their guns 
away, some of them being fished 
from the lake even to the present 
day. The writer, then' but a boy, 
witnessed bis retreat and will never 
forget it. They were times never to 
be forgotten. Gen. Shackelford was 
known as a great and fearless man 
and we are sorry to hear that he is 
about to pass away.* These great old 
war veteran arc answering the last 
roll call only too fast.
